Ron failed to pay his rather hefty 
printing bills and forfeited owner- 
ship of SEE. It’s a lot like Peter 
Pocklington losing the Oilers: he 
didn’t pay his bills, so the team 
went into receivership. Like 
Pocklington, Garth was given 
many chances over many months 
to pay his debts. It appears Garth 
decided it would just be easier 
(and far less costly) to shed his 
creditors by simply packing up in 
the middle of the night and start- 
ing Vue. 

Anyway, Gobeil Taylor’s claim 
he’s concerned with journalism, in 
this case, is outrageous. If it were 
true, he would have had the facts 
straight. 

And his so-called media issues 
column would have addressed the 
Conrad Black/Edmonton Journal 
issue in a timely, accurate manner. 
Instead, he behaved unethically by 
allowing himself to be manipulat- 
ed by his own publisher. Which 
brings us back to our original 
point: just because a guy owns all 
or part of a newspaper shouldn’t 
mean he can bully his employees 
into regurgitating his own personal 
thoughts.

According to a new set of bylaws passed by the founda- 
tion board last week, the station will now be governed by a 
board of 20 directors, half of whom will be elected and half 
appointed. The move fulfils a promise made by the founda- 
tion board when it was formed 18 months ago. CKUA went 
off the air in March 1997, when a government-appointed 
board pulled the plug on the station to avoid bankruptcy. 
Employees and supporters banded together to revive the 
station, vowing to bring the democratic process to the 
selection of board members.

W radio station CJSR FM 88.5 

launches its on-air fund- 
raising campaign this week, the 
stakes will be a little higher than 
usual. The station usually raises its 
goals by $5,000 each year. But this 
year, it’s doubling that, hoping to 
pull in $50,000. 

Reaching the goal will mean the 
station can buy equipment it needs 
to broadcast around the world via 
the Internet. 

“We get a lot of response on our 
website (www.ualberta.ca/~cjs- 
rfm) — e-mails from places like 
Australia, Germany, and the states 
— from people who say they want 
to be able to listen to us on the 
Net,” said program manager Daryl 
Richel. 

Richel says when the goal 
means each of the station’s pro- 
grams needs to raise $454. That 
creates a sense of competition 
among the station's volunteer 
broadcasters. 

“It’s competition, but it’s friend- 
ly competition, especially among 
the morning show people, because 
they’re veterans; they've been 
around longer and they know we 
need that support and how to get 
it.” 

How to get it includes imagina- 


going and it allows that community mechanisms (through 
which) to come forward and participate,” said David 
Gibson, president of the Friends of CKUA group. 

The Friends unanimously endorsed the bylaw changes, 
in principle, during the group’s annual general meeting last 
week. » 

Although all the 
details haven’t yet been a 
worked out, the board 
has announced it will 
grant foundation mem- 
berships to supporters 
who donate at least $180 
and pay a $20 member- al 
board’s intent is to have 
eight new directors 
elected to join the seven now in place, bringing the number 
of board members to 15, Gibson says. 
“From there, I think the logical step is to assess 
strengths and deficiencies of the board and then see if they 
can fill those deficiencies (through appointments),” he 
added.

The foundation board’s annual general meeting will be 


postponed until spring, to allow for new members to be 
accounted for and elections to be organized. 

The development also means that, at some point in the 
future, the Friends group will consider dissolving itself and 
amalgamating with the foundation board itself. The 
Friends joined forces with a group called the Save Alberta 

Public Radio Society, which formed to help get 
the station back on the air last year. The idea 
was that some group was required to operate, at 
arm’s length from the station, as a watchdog for 
public radio. But with half the foundation board 
being elected by the station's supporters, the 
existence of a watchdog group may be redun- 

dant. 
“With a broader membership to the founda- 
tion itself, it really seems to me any role (to pro- 
tect public broadcasting) is the responsibility of 
the members of that foundation — to tend to it 
and care for it,” Gibson said. 
“It would be a very sad statement if every charity has to 
have its own watchdog shadowing its every move.” 
Foundation board chair Bud Steen was unavailable for 
comment. CKUA is in the middle of an on-air fund-raising 
campaign, with a goal of raising $550,000. The campaign

Besides contacting local clubs and costume stores, I 
decided to set out on foot on the turf trodden by those 
who I hoped would have the most to say about the state of 
our upcoming jamboree of jubilation: Whyte Avenue. Still, 
Thad to decide when to pound this particular pavement. 

We all know Whyte on a weekday afternoon is a comfy, 
stimulating, pretty place to hang out, if not shop, and 
might not yield more than blasé indifference to our late 
October nocturnal naughtiness. And we all know too that 
every Saturday night on Whyte is Halloween. Or chachi- 
oween, or yuppoween, or backstreetspiceoween, with 
those who aren't part of the sea of cologne, hormones, 
hair gel and overpriced clothing, risking drowning mute in 
a sea of depressed sociocultural contemplation. So I decid- 
ed to roam the landscape Saturday evening, after fresh air 
shopping strolls but before attitude reacts with alcohol. 
The results were, well, mixed. 

No matter what it used to be, Halloween these days is a 
night of revelry, a night for the hardcore to strut their 
dancing stamina while the funky flash their creative bril- 
liance sans reprisal. It’s also a convenient outlet for the 
repressed to let themselves go and be like those “crazy” 
people (ravers, punks, goths, drag queens, etc., or, if 
you're really weird: bus drivers, surgeons and mineral 
deposits) they pretend to scorn but secretly admire and 
envy. It’s a night of license and thus not entirely oriented 
towards sedate, mellow or family types. It’s different than 
other calendar celebrations; it’s special. 

These facts were reflected in the comments I received. 
Being a firm believer in fun, smiles and movement in a 
crowd setting, I had to fight disenchantment every time I 
heard someone say they had no plans for Halloween. 

Others said (gasp with me, now) they're “too old for 
Halloween.” To me that’s the same as “too old for a pulse.” 
And what was really depressing was receiving, as replies: 
“No idea”, “It’s just another day for me,” or a simple shrug. 
You've got nothing else to do on Halloween and you're still 
gonna watch Friends reruns? Don’t you want to grab this 
opportunity to be something you're not “supposed” to be 
without being outcast? 

My deepest gratitude goes out to the keenest, most 
enthusiastic responses and, yes, such responses did come 
up. Many said they’d attend house parties, which is good 
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A good house party is as worthy asa good cMib any night. 
But a killer house party is a rarer thing than a good club 
night and, while on Halloween there is bound to be some 
true shakers, house parties risk being a bunch of friends 
hanging out. Nice, but not swank. 

One particularly interesting house 
party has been an tradition for years. 
A group of people transform the 

entire main floor of their house into a 
multilevel labyrinth with slides and other 
crazy stuff using palettes, planks and other such 
materials. This party is open to everyone and is located at 
(believe it or not) the Deke frat house (11003-87 Ave.). 

Being the partiest of the calendar celebrations (short of 
New Year’s Eve, when even grandma can get rip-roarin’ 
pissed), Halloween is great for clubbin’ and this year is no 
exception. Lush hosts Scary Spice and after-hours parties 
are taking place at both Sublime (Black and Orange) and 
Therapy (Twilight Zone). Both floors at Rebar will host 
Hips, Lyps and Spaceships, Lyps being an extravagant lip- 
synch show. I was told, enigmatically, of the Black Dog's 
main floor “Anti-Halloween,” for all you harrumphers and 
nay-sayers who still can’t resist a party, as well as the 
Underdog’s “ ’80's metal party” (bring hair spray). 

For those with a Celtic hang-up, places such as 
O’Bymes, the Billiard Club and Elephant & Castle will cel- 
ebrate Samhain (for you prairie hicks like me, that’s pro- 
nounced “sa-wayne”), the Celtic New Year.

I also heard some interesting costume ideas. Ideas float- 
ing around include the weird-haired girl in There’s 
Something About Mary, “Techno Smurfette,” The Flash, 
Spice Girls, venomous ladybug, catwoman (from a male), 
The Mask, whorish ’60’s Star Trek girl, siren, fairy, sur- 
geon, harem girl, burned-up English Patient guy, etc. ... 
Group costumes are always novel too, like Monica and 
Bill, Devil and Angel and, one of my faves, Supergirl, 
Superman and a slab of kryptonite (gee, I wonder who's 
getting the couch in that trio). Of course, standards still 
stand, like vampire and drag queen (the latter being my 
choice; the beard produces a magical effect). When I sug- 
gested ’70s or drag to one guy, he said “bah, that’s my 
weekends!”

I have concluded Halloween does not have to be an 
overused mass culture cliché. We still very much enjoy it 
around here. Presents for ourselves, loud, raucous party- 
ing and debauchery and general licentiousness are actually 
sounding more and more like a much-needed bastion of 
liberty against increasing pre-millennial repression. 

°o get kinky and dance, you little monsters! It’s all good! 
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esting. The imagery is less disgusting and more esthetically 
fascinating — perfect for a futuristic Halloween.

ometimes fate works in favor

tarist Pamela Bryan and drum- 
mer Jeff Cunningham, who moved 
to Calgary several years ago and 
formed raunchy arena rock outfit 

Septimus, returned to Edmonton 
earlier this year, having lost their 
bassist, and soon rejuvenated and 
revamped the band’s sound by 
hooking up with new bassist Eric 
Lampimaki and guitarist Grant 
Taparacki. Lampimaki was looking 
for his first performing slot with a 
band and Taparacki had grown 
weary of performing wedding 
songs and a host of covers with a 
Ukrainian wedding band. 

But sometimes fate works 
against bands, too. Several weeks 
ago, Taparacki saw a career op- 
portunity open in Fort McMurray 
and decided to take it. That put the 
new Septimus in jeopardy. After 
some serious thought, however, 
Taparacki decided he’d make fre- 
quent trips south to keep the line- 
up intact. 

“Some people go golfing and 
stuff but this is what I do,” 
Taparacki explained, of his desire 
to play guitar. 

‘T've always tried writing tunes,” 
he continued. “Normally, I'll write 
a few riffs and then kind of depend 
on someone else to fill in the rest 
of the stuff. And I found that with 
these guys.” 

According to Bryan and Cun- 
ningham, Taparacki has changed 





the band’s sound consider ably 
from past incarnations 
because, up until now, Se ptimus 
has always been a three -piece 
with Bryan tackling all the guitar 
duties. As a result, the bassist was 
always given more responsibilities 
than in your average power-rock 
outfit. 

“My guitar playing was a lot 
more simplified on the CD,” 
Bryan, referring to a 1996 
release entitled Virago 
Submission. “A lot of the 
songs were carried by the 
bass. The stuff we're writing 
now is a lot more guitar-dri- 
ven.” 

Indeed, in the past few 
months, the foursome has 
come up with a few songs 
that reflect that change. Even 
Taparacki, a recent addition 
to the band, has noticed the 
evolution. 

“This one song in particu- 
lar has a bit of a softer lead,” he 
said. “We're still trying to sound 
aggressive but not quite so abra- 
sive.” 

Still, he admits to being continu- 
ously impressed by drummer 
Cunningham's relentless aggres- 
sion. 

That’s one reason he knows his 
new band isn’t about to go soft, 
despite a changing sound.

ay back when Carson Cole 
W was setting out on his musi- 

cal journey, he discovered 
the music industry wasn’t always 
friendly to the artists. Signed con- 
tracts were a little vague and extra 
costs always showed themselves 
after the artists’ wages had been 
negotiated. Someone with less

determination might have just jet- 
ted the industry and started some- 
thing else. 

Cole, on the other hand, started 
his own record label, Brownsound. 

“The idea of my company is 
working and the idea is to have an 
umbrella company — everything 
under one roof at the artists’ dis- 
posal,” explained Cole. 

PA systems for gigs, a recording 
studio, distribution and touring 
vans are all available at Brown- 
sound for any of the label’s bands. 
The benefit is that bands don’t 
have to hire lawyers, accountants, 
agents, managers and distributors. 
It’s all right there, once they sign 
with the label. 

“We've turned things around so 
that the musicians control the 
accountants and the lawyers. Not 
the other way around.” 

And now this operation is mov- 
ing to Edmonton. 

Part of the eharm of Brown- 
sound is that it was located in 
Brownfield, in rural Alberta. The 
studio was built in a chicken coop 
and Cole had an extra house built 
so the label’s bands could crash 
there while touring or recording. 
Cole’s company has even begun 
investing in its own clubs around 
Alberta — venues for the band’s it 
books. There are now four Flying 
Iguana clubs — in Camrose, 
Provost, Sundre and Vegreville. 

But the company has extended 
its operations so much, the fax 
machines and cellular phones in 
Brownfield just weren’t enough. 
Cole credited Edmonton’s airport, 
central location and developing 
music scene for the decision to 
relocate to the city. 

“I was kind of deciding between 
Calgary, Edmonton and Sask- 
atoon,” he said. “Calgary seemed 
to me to be somewhat narrow- 
minded when it comes to music. 
You either have to have cowboy 
hats or surfboard rock groups. 
Edmonton — it seems to be much 
more varied. You’ve got the Power 
Piant, Dinwoodie Lounge on a 
great campus. You’ve got the 
C which is fantastic, the

hings can change when you're 
T on the road almost constantly 
for a year. Just ask members of 
Big Wreck, a band comprising 
Toronto native Ian Thornley and 
three Americans. 

“It's definitely something you 
have to adjust to,” guitarist Brian 
Doherty said, from a resort town in 
Florida. The band was taking a rare 
day off before heading north to join 
Winnipeg's The Watchmen and 
Spokane’s The Mayfield Four on a 
Canadian tour that hits Edmonton’s 
Shaw Conference Centre (9797 
Jasper Ave.) Friday, Oct. 30. 

Big Wreck has been on the road 
since the October, 1997 release of 
major-label début In Loving 
Memory Of. . . which has since 
achieved platinum-level sales and 
spawned rock radio hit singles The 
Oaf, That Song and Blown Wide 
Open. They last performed in 
Edmonton in late March. 

“Lately, we've been going into 
towns we've already been to two or 
three times — places where the 
record has been doing well,” 
Doherty said, “to try and get as 
good sales as possible.” 

Though the record has done well 
both sides of the border, those suc- 
cessful markets have been a little 
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Friday, Oct. 30 
more difficult to find in the United 
States than in Canada. Doherty 
credits Big Wreck’s northern suc- 
zess to the fact Canadians seem 
more receptive to the band’s music, 
but also to the increased competi- 
tion within the American music 
industry and the difficulty in reach- 
ing each and every one of the USA’s 
plethora of big-time markets. 

A couple of Big Wreck peculiari- 
ties could also be having an effect.

Few people have the ear to 
get the lyrics to a Dylan song first 
time around. 

But this friend of mine — ears 
aren’t the problem.

So, don’t let the diminutive size 
of the franchise fool you; this tiny 
little soup kiosk boasts a total of 
21 recipes on its fall menu and, at 
any time, The Soup Man is offer- 
ing six or seven items, including 
three soups, three chilies and one 
stew.

udy Wiebe wrote several 
4 years back that writers had 

the heart-breaking task of 
“touching” the land in a significant 
manner, breaking up the huge 
spaces of Canada with “great, 
black lines of fiction” and striving 
to “build giant artifact.”

When I first read that passage I 
realized its truth — how 
Canadians are blessed with a 
country so rich in “place” (more 
geography than history, goes the 
cliché) and how important a role 
art plays in the definition of that 
place, 

Mind you, as a writer, I'm biased 
to the role of fiction and poetry to 
that process. But visual artists 
have also played a vital role in the 
historic definition of the “space” 
we occupy (exhibit one: the Group 
of Seven). 

Not only that, artists also contin- 
ue to play an important part in the 
ongoing definition of the “space” 
Canada, as whole, occupies — a 
fact I cheb reminded of 

while visitir ie Edmonton Art 
_ Gallery recently to take in four 

ent shows ‘These include a 


Dirt Sweet (featuring the art- 
work of Cindy Baker, Marna 
Bunnell, Eleanor Lazare, Hollow 
Newman and Maria Anna Parolin), 
for example, is all about bound- 
aries and space, but combines the 
aforementioned post-modern artis- 
tic grammar with a feminist-influ- 
enced sense of vocabulary. Artists 
in this deconstructive installation 
twist about everyday cultural 
objects like garden walls, reflect- 
ing pools and even common sig- 
nage in an effort to explore the 
deeper social mythology in regards 
to the “space” we occupy. The 
“reflecting pool,” for example, has 
a video. screen: whereithe. water 
should be and “reflects” back at 
the viewer black and white family 
portraits (what better reflection of 
ourselves than our own families 
and histories). This may not be 
Susanna Moodie but it is very med- 
itative as an exhibit. 

Equally profound are the large 
metal sculptures of Peter Hide. 
Monumental and almost geograph- 
ically huge, Hide’s pieces manage 
to embody a deep irony and subtle 
humor (much like Canada itself). 
Not to mention that Hide’s use of 
found material (garbage from the 


oil patch and mines of Western 
Canada) to create his wonderfully 
organic pieces underlines one of 
the central tensions of Canadian 
life: the tension between wilder- 
ness and industry in our sense of 
self and place. 

Speaking of wilderness (or at 
least timber), another of the EAG’s 
featured artists — Tommie Gallie 
— is famous for his work in wood, 
and also for his exploration of 
space using a more engineering- 
based or architectural vocabulary. 
In the past, Gallie’s pieces have 
featured wooden dowels bent and 
compressed into shape for the 
construction of the piece. In this 
installation in the Kitchen Gallery, 
Gallie uses a huge, metal telepost 
rather than a dowel and installs his 
work horizontally rather than ver- 
tically, giving us both an initial 
sense of vertigo and exhibiting a 
sense of perverse humor. After all, 
the objects in this installation (11 
huge chunks of timber and the 
aforementioned telepost), though 
they may actually be “useful” 
objects, have absolutely no practi- 
eal function within this context 
since they are figuratively “holding 
up the wall” in a slackerly fashion.

imilarities to anyone living 
or dead are purely coinci- 
dental.” 

Thus reads the disclaimer 
beneath the bio of John Sproule, 
inside the program of Shadow 
Theatre’s hot new show Speak. 
Sproule, you see, plays Lloyd, a 
politician. A prairie politician. A 
smarmy, silver-tongued, hypocriti- 
cal, Bible-thumping, corrupt 
prairie politician. Bells going off? 
Lots of them? Yes, there is no wis- 
dom like that of the political dis- 
claimer. 

And there isn’t a better play to 
be had in Old Strathcona — dare I 
say, the entire city — than this 
tight little gem playing at the 
Varscona. Speak sparkles. It’s got 
element of the drawing-room farce 
complete with grown men hiding 
under desks, dark political drama 
and the uproarious energy of an 
edgy and taut comic act. 

A three hander penned by 
Calgary resident Greg Nelson, this 
play speaks to the pretender in all 
of us, the public persona disguis- 
ing the person we know ourselves 
to be. Its focus may well be a 
politician, but Nelson’s neatly-lay- 
ered script transcends the bound- 
aries of political satire and reveals 
the charlatan in all of us. This is 
theatre at its finest; the kind that 
stings a little and makes us re- 
examine those uncomfortable 
words like impostor, hypocrite, 
fraud. 


Urban Tales with Uuists

torytelling is the greatest cul- 
S tural tradition. It not only 
keeps our social and spiritual 
references in order, it can also let 
us scare the bejeezus out of each 
other from time to time. 

That might be exactly what hap- 
pens when Northern Light Theatre 
stages Urban Tales Oct. 30 and 31 
at The Third Space. 

The idea is to present brand-new 
Urban Tales, created by local writ- 
ers and produced on stage with 
loeal actors and directors. 

“We really want to create a very 
visual and sort of exciting, goose- 
bump-raising, spine-tingling 
evening,” said NLT artistic director 
Sandhano Schultze. 

Audiences will be treated to sto- 
ries told by actors, who will relate 
bizarre tales of life in Edmonton. 

“There are a lot of local refer- 
ences in some of these, so that 


makes them pretty interesting, 


Sarah (Daniela Vlakalic) is in 
Regina trying to find out exactly 
who it is she’s married, given she 
suspects her husband James 
(Christopher Craddock) of an 
affair. Why she comes to her hus- 
band’s home town and just what 
she expects to find there are of the 
play’s unanswered questions, but 
in the course of her research, 
Sarah discovers Lloyd, the politi- 
cian and former law colleague of 
the alleged adulterer. 

Now Lloyd has secrets; oh, does 
Lloyd have secrets! James is 
squirming like a skew- 
ered piece of pork over 
the barbecue and Sarah 
is pressing for answers 
and the whole messy 
affair implodes in an 
amazing and dramatic 
public spectacle in 
Regina's _ legislative 
assembly. 

The dialogue in this 
play rivals Mamet and 
character acting is splendid. 
Sproule is particularly fine as the 
sanctimonious, right-wing politi- 
cian wanting to rid the world of sin 
and filth. He’s dripping with sin- 
cerity and oozing pompous plati- 
tudes. 

A nice foil to Sproule’s larger- 
than-life portrayal of Lloyd is 
Craddock’s James. Perfectly 
paced, Craddock knows the power 
of mounting tension and he deliy- 
ers a gut-wrenching and very 
funny monologue when he realizes 
the truth is closing in on him. 

Likewise Vlakalic, in her début 
performance with Shadow, holds 
her own among rather formidable 
players. She’s a convincing Sarah

S survive online 


This co-worker of my sister’s friend suggested this site 


e’ve all heard urban leg- 

ends. You know: the cou- 

ple who smuggled a 
Chihuahua in from Mexico only to 
discover it was a big bad rat; the 
cactus that exploded, spewing 
forth hundreds of deadly baby spi- 
ders; or the creep who almost got 
away with stealing a baby from 
the mall — even though security 
guards blocked all the entrances. 
And if you visit a special Urban 
Legends site on the Internet, you 
can learn all about those friend-of- 
a-friend-stories and how they 
began. 

The Urban Legends home page 
is one of the best sites I’ve ever 
visited. It’s packed with great 
information and some urban leg- 
ends you may or may not have 
heard yet. 

A sample: This woman, “my sis- 
ter’s co-worker's sister” and her 
husband take a trip to Mexico for 
the weekend for a shopping spree. 
Their two-year-old boy runs 
around the corner at the customs 
gate and disappears. A scant 45 
minutes later, the panicked mom 
sees a stranger trying to cross the 
border, carrying her child into the 
good old U.S. Mom screams out 
“that’s my son!” or something, and 
the man drops the kid, turns tail 
and runs like hell. 

“The boy, dead in the 45 minutes 
he was missing, was cut open, ALL 
of his insides removed and his 
body cavity was stuffed with 
cocaine,” the story claims. 

That is the freakiest urban leg- 
end ever. Another popular tule is 
about AIDS Mary. You know, the 
guy who picks up the drop-dead 
gorgeous girl at the bar, takes her 
home for a night of incredible sex, 
then wakes up the next morning

to read a note, in lipstick, on his 
bathroom mirror: Welcome to the 
AIDS Club. A new version of the 
Story is spreading. It tells of peo 
ple who sneak up on you at a 
movie or crowded club and stab 
you with an HIV-tainted needle 
One moviegoer, apparently, sat on 
a needle with a note on it that 
read: “Welcome to the real world. 
You're HIV positive.” 

These stories get better and bet- 
ter. Recently the Blue Star Tattoo 
LSD scare has re-emerged in 
Brooklyn. It relates the story of 
Blue Star LSD being given to kids 
who think the piece of paper is a 
lick-and-stick tattoo. 

They lick and are sent on the 
trip of a lifetime. Another version 
of the story, written on letterhead 
from a hospital in Danbury, 
Connecticut, warns of comic book 
images emblazoned on the “hits” 
and handed out to unsuspecting 
children. 

This Urban Legends site traces 
the story’s roots back to a 1980 
police memo about colorful sheets 
of blotter acid. Whenever possi- 
ble, the site debunks these Urban 
Legends. 

A whole new genre has formed 
with the explosion of the Internet, 
too: people get e-mail chain letters 
all the time, along the:lines of say- 
ing a kid with cancer or making 
true a kid’s wish to be in the 
Guinness Book of Records. Other 
e-mail hoaxes promise Bill Gates 
will send you $1,000, Nike will

It’s a slow 
starter, but the increasingly creepy 
world of Carol’s apartment takes 
you by surprise and will leave you 
sleepless and queasy for days. 

For Best Scare: Watch alone.

Jacob’s Ladder (1990): Freak 
out your eyes with this intense tale 
of memory and madness.

eet Simon Grim (James 
Urbaniak), a man who has 
earned his last name. He 

works at a recycling plant and is 
bullied constantly by a pair he 
caught copulating in the back 
alley. Simon is doomed to his go- 
nowhere existence until he meets 
Henry Fool (Thomas Jay Ryan — 
“jt used to have an ‘e’ at the end of 
it,” Henry says of his last name), 
who promptly instructs Simon to 
get up off of his knees. 

Henry takes the basement suite 
downstairs and prods Simon into 
writing poetry, then is astonished 

at the results. He insists on 
becoming Simon’s mentor, not that 
Simon asked for his help. 

Simon’s poetry (like the suitcase 
in Pulp Fiction or the music box 
in Luis Bunuel’s Belle Du Jour, we 
never get to see its contents) has a 
profound effect on others. A mute 
Chinese woman reads it and 
begins to sing, high schoolers burn 
down buildings and blame it on 
the poetry's influence and still oth- 
ers denounce it as the most vile 
form of pornography. 

But when he submits it to pub- 
lishers, he receives only mean 
rejection letters (“drop dead!” 
reads one) and brush-offs from 
secretaries (“because he’s impor- 
tant. And you're not,” says one sec- 
retary, when he asks why Simon 
can’t arrange a meeting with her 
boss). 

Henry convinces Simon’s slutty 
sister Fay (Dazed and Confused’s 
Parker Posey) to post some epic 
poems over the Internet. This

willing to try and create it. 

Unfortunately, the plot of Hen», 
Fool is bogged down by superfly 
ous subplots, the biggest one being 
a story about an abusive husband 
and stepfather who campaigns fo:

toral race. 

Not only that, the film contains ; 
lot of the repetitiveness and self- 
importance that played big parts i: 
Hartley’s 1995 film Flirt. This tin 
around, Hartley is more like Henr 
Fool than he is probably prepared 
to admit.
